Esther Dick Captured in This City 
and Locked Up at the 
Four Courts. 


She Is Charged With Complicity 
in the Murder of Amos 
J. Stillwell. 


Sam Rhedes and Bertha Miller, Now 
Under Wateh, Make Earn- 
est Denials.

Mrs. Morgan Says She Heard 
Bertha Miller and Stanley Ken- 
drick Discuss How the 
Murder Was Done. 


Kendrick te Be Taken From Peoria and 
Esther Dick From This City te Haznibal 
te Answer for the Murder ef the Wealthy 
Merchant—Mr. Newcomb Says He Is 
Confident the Murder Mystery Will Be 
Solved— Mr. Robert Stillwell’s Determin- 
ation—Operatives Claim te Have Cor- 
roberation ot Mrs. Mergan’s Statements 
From the Twe Wemen—Discrepanactes in 
the Priseners’ Steries. 


A second arrest has been made in the Still- 
well murder case, the clearing up of which 
was given EXCLUSIVELY in the SUNDAY 
POST- DISPATCH yesterday. 

Iwo others implicated in the murder of 
Amos J. Stillwell, the rich merchant of Han- 
nibal, «Mo., on Dec, 29, 1889, by the 
statements made by the witnesses to Mr. 
Clarence Newcomb’s operatives are under 
surveillance in Hannibal, Mo. 

The person referred to as No. 1 in the 
exclusive account of the arrest in the 
murder mystery published jn the SUNDAY 
POST-DISPATOH yesterday was Esther Dick. 
Yesterday morning after the issue of the 
SUNDAY Post-DIsSPATCH she was taken into 
custody and locked up at the Four Courts. 
At Mr. Newcomb’s earnest request Chief of 
Police Harrigan denied admission to her to 
any person whose interview might ob- 
struct the clearing up of the 
mystery which enveloped the crime for twen- 
ty-one months. To 8 _Fepreseptative of the 
Post-DIsPaTOH who s0ught an tuterview 
with the prisoner, Mr. ‘Newcomb and Chief 
Harrigan explained that though indebtea to 
the Post- DISPATCH and its representatives for 
considerable assistance in inaugurating the 
investigation, in Mr. Newcomb’s judgment it 
was deeined inadvisable to grant the request. 

WORK ON THE MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 

Penetrating the veil of mystery was a di- 
cult task. On the night of Dec. 29, 1889, Amos 
J. Stillwell, a wealthy merchant of Hannibal, 
Mo., widely known throughout the State, was 
brained with an ax in the hands of an assasin 
who eatered the sleeping-room of his resi- 
dence after midnight. His young wife lay 
with her children in another bed in the same 
room. She says she swooned away when 
she heard the death-blow administered. 
When she recovered the aseassin 
had disappeared. Shetook oneof the chil- 
dren to the servants’ room, sent the giri for 
the second and then passing through the 
death chamber ran out and gave the alarm. 
The neighbors found the reom disordered 
and the merchant’s dead body lying over the 
edge of the disordered and blood-bathed bed. 
On her return to the house she swooned 
away again. Dr. Joseph C. Hearn was called 
and remained with her for some time. 

In the morning the neighbors returning 
found that the death chamber had been put in 
order. and to this day it is a mystery who put 
It in good order again. 

All the police, grand-jury and Coroner’s in- 
vestigations failed. 

Special detectives were brought from Chi- 
cago by the wealthy son of the dead man by a 
former marriage, butthe mystery was aban- 
doned, unsolved. 

A year later Mrs. Stillwell was married to 
Dr. J. Hearn. On Feb. 16, 1890, the SUNDAY 
POST-VISPATCH presented the results of an 
investigation in which every person supposed 
to have any information was seen and ques- 
tioned. This presentation prompted new 
efforts, andthe PosT-DISPATCH investigators 
continued to work on every point which 
promised developments. In the meantime 
the mystery was placed inthe hands of Mr. 
Clarence F. Newcomb, manager of Thiel’s 
Detective Agency of this city, to whom 
all the information gathered was surrendered. 
Nota point was left uncovered after the first 
tangible clew was obtained in the statement 
of an old colored woman who had overheard 
a conversation between Bertha Miller and 
Esther Dick, two colored women, whose talk 
implicated Stanley Kendrick and Sam Rbodes 
in Amos J. Stillwell’s murder. According to 
the story Kennrick enlisted them in the mur- 
der, stating that ne had bern employed to kill 
Stillwell. On the night of Dec. 29 the murder 
was committed, and on Saturday night last 
the first arrest was mude—that of Stanley 
Kendrick—followed yesterday by the arrest of 
Esther Dick in this city. 


ATTEMPTS TO SEOURE CONFESSIONS. 

Attempts have been ade to secure confes- 
sions from the persons trrested, and whiie 
they have not been successful they have had 
satisfactory results. Esther Dick is in jail 
here, Stanley Kearick is in jail at Peoria. Bertha 
Miller bas not yet been taken isto custody, 
though sne bas been seen. Her statements 
have been proved false asad her arrest will 
follow. Sam Rhodes bas sot been arrested. 
He alone ofthe four has a good character 
and if he la implicated in this affair it is the 
first criminal act he has wer been involved

BERTWA MILLER’S ALLEGED ALIBI. 

Bertha Miller did not copfess when she was 
seen, subsequent to the arrest of Kendrick. 
She denied everything and said she could 
prove an alibi. She positively stated that 
she did not know Kenarick, though she 
positive! knowing Esther Dick. Esther

‘bere is a witness who has seen the t 
drinking beer together in Bertha Milter’ > 
room. Bertha’s  ailibi was that she 
was jail at Monticello at the 
time. She said that she went to 
jail on Nov. 1, 1888, for stealing, and was con- 
fined in jail untii April 1, 1889. The Marshal 
of Hannibal says that she was wanted in Han- 

nibalattbat time for stealing lace, and he 
went to Monticelloon Feb. 12, 1889, and ar- 
rested her just after ber release. The records 
of the court at Canton, where 
she was convicted, prove shat 
she lied. Sne did not go to 
jail for six months, and she was —— Im- 
prisened on Nov. 1. On Dec. 3, 1888, he was 
sentenced at Clinton to thirty days in jail. 
That sentence would expire Jan. 3, and 
would cover the period of the murder, it is 
true, but there are to 
be considered. First, Miller 
lied about that jail sentence and the 
time she received; Second, she stated 
vesterday that the jailer had great con- 
fidence in her and used te let her go to his 
house at certain hours of the day to wash 
dishes and she would return to the 
jali at night. It is net impossi- 
ble that the jailer, in consideration 
of the services she rendered him, let him out 

a few days before her time expired. Monti- 

salle is not on a rallroad and there has not 
been time yet to reach there to findout when 
she was released. She told the story of Stil- 
well’s murder to Kendrick in Mra. Morgan’s 
hearing ; sue admitted it to Mrs. Morgan; she 
told the whole story to another person who is 
ready to go on the stand and testify. It is 
confidently expected now that when Monti- 
celio is heard from it will learsed that 
Kenton was released 
29. There is no question 
confessions she has made and she either was 
not in jall or she has volun implicated 
herself in a very ugiy affair. 3 

ESTHER DICK’S RETICENCE. 

Esther Dick refuses to confess. She made a 
confession before her arrest and that 
confession is available tor the 
purposes of fA trial. She denied 
that she knew Stanley Kendrich, though she 
said she knew Stanley Christopher. Christo- 
pher is one of Kenrica’s aliases, and it is alse 
the name of a IId ne who 
lived in Hannibal. The corroboration 
of these stories is becoming an 
easy matter. Esther Dick is a smart, careful 
negress, who m@intains her self - possession, 
and when questioned she weighs every word. 
Only one remark has escaped her which looks 
like a promised confession: don't intend 
to suffer for any one else. 

Her former confession will be used against 
her, and the confession of Bertha Miller is to 
be used upon her also. She will be taken to 
Haaonibal, where she will be confronted with 
Bertha Miller. The dispatches announce that 
Kendrick is to come here, and that he will be 
confronted with the two women, but as they 
will be taken to Hamnibal the dispatchers are 
probably mistaken. He wine, in all likeliheod, 


be taken there too. 

Bertha Miiler’strunk is in St. Louis, held 
for a board bill ef $1.50, which Bertha owes. 
When she is placed under arrest that will be 
taken possession of by the police, and if 
it contains any evidence it will be ob- 
tained. At present everyone who' is 
familiar with the cage feels confident that the 
mystery has been solved. The confession of 
Stanley Kendrick, in the hearing of Mrs. Mor- 
aan, is the next important feature of the case, 
for a confession out of his own month is con- 
clusive and Mrs. Morgan is positive as to his 
identificatiun. 

Mr. Stillwell is determined to find the mur- 
derer of his father if he can and to prosecute 
him when found, no matter what the conse- 
quences y be. He has been tireless in the 
search and the recent developments have re- 
ceived his whole attention. 

KENDRICK’S QUEER STATEMENTS. 

Kendrick denied ever being in Missouri, or 
knowing where Hannibal was; then he ad- 
mitted that he had told a lie, but said he dad 
not been in Hannibal since 1684. He was 
told that he had driven a dray there 
since then, and be said he did not count that 
being in Hannibal. He denied knowing Ber- 
tha Miller or Esther Dick. Mrs. Morgan saw 
him with Bertha Miller. Kendrick, or Chris- 

denied ever having been in 
0 Mrs. Morgan saw him i here. 

Bertba Miller denied knowing him. Mrs. 
Morgan saw them together and Esther Dick 
says she knows Bertha. She denied knowing 
Esther Dich. They were seen together. She 
said she was in jati from Nov. 1, 1888, to Apri 
1. 1889. The recerd of the court shows that she 
was not sentesced until Dec. 3, 
and then for enly thirty days. Esther Diek 
denies everything except knowing Bertha 
Miller and in that she is contradicted by Ber- 
tha. And back of alf this are the 
confessions of the three. Mrs. Mo 
heard Bertha Miller’s and Kendrie 
and one of Mr. Clarence Nesse — — 
ives heard confessions from Bertha Miller and 
Esther Dick. The case only needs now vigor- 
ous prosecution, and Mr. Richard Stiliwell 
says that he will spend his last dollar to bring 
the criminals to justice. 

The one thing new to be explained to make 
the mystery clear is how the murderer got 
into the house. Doors which were bolted and 
chained were found unfastened. Doors which 
had been locked were found wide open. 
The outhoube where the ax was kept, which 
was invariably * was unlo ed, and 
very few knew that thas yr 
ö 8 almost concealed under 
a pile of lumber. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

The evidence in the case is simply this: 
Mrs. Morgan claims that she overheard a 
confession of the murder from Bertha 
Miller and Stanley Kendrick; that 
they arraigned Bertha Miller afterwards 
and secured an fa

Induiging Kenrick’s 
desire to clear himself of any complicity in 
the murder, he was asked if he knew of any 
other posses. for whom he might have been 
mistaken. He jumped atthe suggestion and 
answered at once that knew a negro 
named Stanly Masterson whoalso went by 
the name of Kenrick and he might have been 
mistaken, but he could give no clew as te 
where this second Kenrick was to be feund.

EXCITEMENT IN HANNIBAL, 


The Develepments in the Case Create a 
Great Sensation. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., Nov. 24.—Hannibal has been 
excited ever since the arriyal of the noon 
train from St. Louis yesterday. It brought 
over 1,000 copies of the SUNDAY Fosr- 18 
PATCH, which contained the latest develop- 
ments in the Stillwell murder case. The 
papers were sold within half an hour 


after the arrival of the train and aa enterpris- 
ing newsman, who succeeded in collecting 
abouta dozen copies after purchasers had 
read them, sold them for 25 cents each. There 
were more copies of the SUNDAY Posr- Dis- 
PATCH sold in Hannibal yesterday than 
the combined circulation of all the 
local papers amounts to. Telegrams 
were sent by local dealers to Quincy and 
other surrounding towns in hopes that su 

plies of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCHES could 6 
obtained but the interest had been as great in 
those places and there were not enough pa- 
pers anywhere to supply the demand. To-day 
all of the Hannibal papers reprint the SUNDAY 
PoOsT-DISPATCH story, and copies are eagerly 
soughtfor. Astothe probability of the man 
in custody in Peoria being the murderer of 
Amos J. Stillwell opinion is divided. The bor- 
rible butchery ofthe wealthiest man of Han- 
nibal as he lay asleep in” his bed on 
the night of Dec. 29, 1889, is gone over in all 
its details in every street corner conversation. 
There was little interest in anything else 
here yesterday. To-day itis still the leading 
topic. One thing is uzzling the 
shrewd ones of Hannibal, Stanley 
Kendrick is known here only by colored men 
and women from Keokuk. He formerly lived 
there and has a brother living there now. 
The barber spoken of in the SUNDAY PostT- Dis- 
PATCH story, another brother,married a sister 
ot Albert Craig, a Keokuk barber. This broth- 
er never lived in Hannibal, though he has

Albert Craig is away on a hunting trip. His 
two sisters — that Stanley Kendrick never 
lived here and has not been here for a long 
time. They are afraid, .they say, to try to 
fix a time when he has been

Dr. Laplace was born in New Orleans in *

University of Louisiana and became a student 
in the Charity Hospital, ye a his course 
im 1884. e then spent two years 
in Paris, studying under the direction 
of Pasteur and Cornil, receiving his 
diploma from the **Faculte de 
Medicine de Paris;“ six months in Vienna, 
under Billroth, the famous Austrian, and one 
year in Berlin, where his tutors,were Koch, the 
discoverer of the new cure, and Von Berg- 
mana, then the Emperor’s own pbysician. 
While pursuing his studies in Europe the 
young physician discovered the fluid now 
widely known throughout the scientific 
world as the ‘‘Antiseptic Laplace,’’ for use 
in the treatment of wounds and sores. Dis- 
daining to patent his discovery, he pub- 
lished the formula under the title of 
‘*Acid Sublimate as an Antiseptic and — 
Applications to Surgical Dressings. 
discovery was commended in the highoss . 
terms by both Koch and Pasteur, and has. 
come into universal use in the German army. 
Soon afterward Dr. Laplace published «a 
treatise on ‘*Sulpho-Carbolic Acid and Its 
Use for Hygienic Purposes,’’ also a work of 
marked merit. In April, 1888, Dr. Laplace 
returned to New Orleans and became a visit- 
ing surgeon at the Charity Hospital and pro- 
fessor of physiclogy aud hygiene in 
Tulane High School. About a year 
ago he recelyed almost simul- 
taneously tenders of the chair of pathology iu 
the Medico-Chirurgical College of Philadel- 
phit and the appointment of demonstrator of 
microscopic anatomy and bachteriology ia

Secret Conference of the National Commis- 
sién and Local Directory.

Pests, Nov. 4. — An epidemic of influenza 
prevails at Fuenfkirchen, Hungary. One 
thousand persons in the place are suffering 
from the disease. The medical officer has 
summoned a conference ofthe doctors to de- 
cide what course to tellow. Many cases of 
the disease resemble typhus fever, while 
others are attended with a copious hem- 
Orrhage from the intestines. 


The King of Helland Dead. 


THE HAGUE, Nov. 24. — The King of Holland 
died yesterday morning. The Queen was 
present, having been summoned the night 
before, when her husband’s condition became 
alarming. Flags are at baif-mast and public 
Duildings closed. The King’s disease was 
softening of the brain, and Queen Emma 
showed the utmost tenderness for him during 
bis long sickness. William III. was the son 
of William II., and was born Feb. 19, 1817. He 
was educated in England, marriea to Prin- 
cess Sophia of Wurtemberg in 1839 and as- 
ended the throne in 1849. He carried out the 
Liberal reform inaugurated by his father in 
1848, and reduced his civil list from 1,200,000 to 
800,000 florins. In 1862 the abolitien of slavery 
in the West India colonies of the Netherlands 
was decreed. In 1806 the Dutch province of 
Limburg, which since 1815 had formed a part 
of the Germanic confederation, was incorpo- 
rated with his dominions, and in 1867 the 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg was placed un- 
der the absolute soverelenty of his dynasty. 
The King became engaged in a war with the 
Suitan of Achin in Sumatra, which lasted 
until 1879. 

His reg was, on the whole, a successful 
one and be was always popular with his sub- 
jects. He observed a strict neutrality in the 
troubles between other nations and he did 
much inthe way of internal imprevements, 
the development of the great canal system, 
including the connecting of Amsterdam with 
the sea, having been accomplished during his 
roign. Queen Sophie, the King’s first wife, 
died in 1877, and in 1879 he married Princess 
Emma, daughtor ef Prince George Vietor of 
Waldeck, who survives him. The King’s only 
son, Alexander, died in 1884,and the 
only surviving child is Princess Wilhelmina, 
pow in her lotu year. 


The Newfoundland Fisheries. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Nov. 24.—Hon, Rob- 
ert Bond, Colonial Secretary of St. Johns, 
Newfoundland,arrived yesterday en route for 
Washington for the purpose, it was reported, 
of renewing negotiations for a treaty between 
that colony and the United States whereby 
the latter shall admit Newfoundland fish duty 
free and the former give American fishermen 
liberty te purchase bait in Newfoundland 
waters free of license charges. These 
efforte, it was aiso reported, were due 
to the hope that the French shore 
question was about to be arranged on the 
basis of free bait to the French. Mr. Bond, 
while declining to state what his mission was, 
sald last night that the bait act was not to be 
repealed. It would, he said, be yigorously 
enforced against the Frencflor against the 
Americans alike. Mr. Bond handed the cor- 
résposdenta note from Sir Wm. Whitney, 
Smphatically contradicting the published 
statement that Sir William bad made a pledge 
to the Canadian Minister at London to repeal! 
the balt act. 


Gen. Geurko’s Fatal Blander. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—A dispatch from Warsaw, 
by way of Vienna, states that the father of 
one of the three young soldiers who were 
hastily executed by Gen. Gourko, the Military 
Governor, on a charge of murder of which 
they proved to be entirely innocent, has gone 
Insane. The father in question is a well-to- 
do merchant and offered several thousand 
roubles to a charitable object if his son should 
be respited long enough forathorough in- 
quiry. The respite was refused 4nd the day 
after the execution the real murderer sur- 
rendered. The affafr has caused a great sen- 
sation in Russia. Gen. Gourko is watched for 
fear ne may commit suicide. He has fallen 
under the deep displeasure of the Ozar and is 
temporarily relieved from his oMee pending 
His Majesty’s decision as to what, if any, 
punishment he shall undergo for his blunder. 


Heavy Gales in England. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—Heavy gales prevail in 
the south and west of England. Many vessels 
are seeking shelter. The Danish schooner 
Regina has beensunk in collision with the 
steamer Primate. Five of the schooner’s 
crew were drowned. The steamer put in to 
Copenhagen for a harbor. 

A GREAT NUMBER OF WRECKS. 

The vioient gale still preyalis in the English 
Channel and elsewhere along the coast of 
Great Britain. A great number of wrecks 
and collisions bave been reported. The Brit- 
ish steamer Uppingbam, from Cardiff for Port 
Said, is ashore at Hartland. Twenty-one ver- 
some were rescued*from the steamer. The 
first officer was lost. A boat containing five 
of the crew is missing. 


A Smugg)iing Schooner Beized, 


QuepRc, Nov. %.—The schooner Waterfiy, 
with $20,000 worth of smuggled whisky on 
board, was selzed in the river yesterday by 
custome officers on board a tug and towed up 
to port. A numberof other contraband ves- 
sels are reported in the river on the way up to 
this port, and will probably be all captured. 
Thie illicit trade has assumed large propor- 
tions. The crew ofthe Waterfly resisted the 
seizure and rau into shallow water, followed 
by the tug boats. Al! resistance was success- 
fally overcome.

Havana’s Seusational Duel. 


HAVANA, Nov. 24.—The lecal sensation

the Captain-General’s summer residence. 
Both parties, with a number of friends, 
were present at the annual pienic of the Aus- 
trianos, when Maj. Solis spoke slightingly of 
the celebration, ridiculing those who had 
been present, and applying an op- 
probious name to everything ending in 
ane. Jorren hearing this, came up 
to the Major and said that he was 4 
„Cubano!“ and if he referred to him 
he would thrash him, to which the Major re- 
plied that he meant him and all others, when 
Jerren felled him to the ground with a terrible 
blow with his fist. When the Major recorv- 
erea himself he said he would punish 
Jorren, who at once challenged him to meet 
himinaduel. Duringthe fight with swords 
the Major became exasperated at the jeers of 
the friends of Jorren, who were calling on 
him to kill the Major, and made a sudden 
lunge at Jorrea, running him through the 
bedy, instantly killing him. Both parties 
are respectably connected and wealthy. Their 
mutual friends are greatly excited, and 
threats are openly made against the Major’s 
life. The seconds becoming involved in a 
dispute about the fight, enjoyed their littie 
tilt, resulting in both being slightly wounded. 
Jorren leaves a widow aud one child. So far 
the authorities have taken no action in the 
affair. 

The new Captain General, Don Emilio 
Polaviepa, since his arrival hasshown great 
interest in the welfare of Cuba, and appears 
determined to suppress brigandage. He now 
offers $10,000 for the head of Manuel 
Garcia, the noted outlaw, who 
has 80 long bid defiance to the 
authorities and $500 for the head of any of his 
gang. Fiveefthese outlaws were executed 
ashort time since in the Matavzas district, 
and five others are awaiting the confirmation 
of their sentence from Madrid. 

It is reported that the companions of Mar- 
tinez Velasquez, a noted bandit, had killed 
him carrying his head to the Government of- 
ficiais atSantiago de Cuba aud surrendering 
themselves. It seems incredible that this 
rich, productive island should beso much at 
the mercy of these outlaws, that neither life 
nor property are safe, while there appears to 
be such a large number of regular troops at 
the command of the Government. 

The weather for the past two weeks has 
been stormy with unusually heavy rains for 
the time of year. While these rains are very 
favorabie for the growing cane, which gives 
promise of an abundant crop of sugar, they 
retard the curing of tobacco and injure small 
crops. If the rains continue the opening of 
the sugar-making season will be delayed. 
Some estates in the South end of the island 
counted upon beginning to grind cane by the 
middie of November and hope still to com- 
mence by Dec. 1. 


The Queen’s Speech, 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—It is expected that the 
Queen’s speech at the opening of Parliament 
to-morrow wiilrefertothe Behring Sea ds 
pute as in a condition which gives every 
reason to hope for a speedy and amicable set- 
tlement. Itwill also urge the necessity of 
the immediate passage of the Irish land pur- 
chase bill or some similar measure. The set 
tlement of this dispute is earmestiy de- 
vised. 


The Spanish Nary. 


MADRID, Nov. 24.—Admiral Beringes, Minis- 
ter of Marine, has applied for a large extra 
grant for naval purposes, to carry out bis 
plan for the reconstruction of the Spanish 
navy. He intends to substitute rapid steam- 
ing cruisers for costly heavy armorciads, the 
future cruisers to havea minimum speed of 
twenty knots under natural draft. 


Francis Joseph Depressed. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—The Emperor of Austria 
ig represented as deeply cast down by the 
probable fate of his relative, the Archduke 
John, the third great calamity during his 
reign inthe Hapsburg family, bis brother 
Maximillian baving been shot in Mexico and 
his son and heir Rudolph having committed 
suicide. The Emperor went to-day to pray 
on the spot where Prince Rudelph died.

Kept Their Premise. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—The Australian strikers 
bave returned to the English unions the 
money advanced by the latter to help their 
Austraiian brethren in their recent conflict 
with their employers.

A Description ef the New and Beautifal 
’ Decoration—Mrs. Harrison Pleased With 
the Imprevements, and the White Meuse 
Electric Lights te Be Piaced in the Fa- 
meus Reom—Other Apartments te Be 
Kefurnpished. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. %.—President

being giver to the Blue Room, and herself 
érove out with a party of ladies in her shining 
brougtheam. Before dinner, however, they 
had a peep imto the room and were well 
pleased with the rich and effective decoration 
thet bas just been completed. Ninety 
years ago, Mrs. Adams, for 
want of better accommodations, held 
he New Year Day reception in the Oval 
Room, jast above the Blue Room, which is 
now used as the family sitting-room. Now, 
afterso many years, the style of decoration 
prevalent in Mre. Adame’ period, and which 
she probably very much admired and could 
net have, has been selected for the State Re- 
ception room. The Biue Room is now a 
light, delicate harmenizing of several shades 
of blue and cream, deepening into gilt. The 
shape ef the room, being a true oval, brings 
all parts of it into nearly the same light, and 
the scheme of treatment being purely colonial, 
with the addition ef symbolic designs, agrees 
perfectiy with it. The wood work, the base 
beards, the mouldings and the inside biinds 
are all painted ivory, while traced lightly 
with gilt. The walls are hung with blue 
damask silk of American manufacture, and 
the pattern is a symmetrical blending of the 
early coloniai and Adams period. Abeve and 
below the silk, and separated from it by a 
marrow gilt traced moulding, the wall is bor- 
dered by a deep frieze in plaster relief. Near 
the floor its t int u a deep marine sbade, and 
ic the pattern are small shields and stars in 
gilt. Near the ceiling the frieze is many 
shades lighter, and the gilt is used with a 
freer hand. The ceiling, which is 
the gem of the whole, represents clouds on 
an azure sky in their varying phases from 
suprise to sunset, deepening in tint. From 
the windows to the far end of the room a deep 
border in the plaster relief winds around the : 
celiing, with garlands looped at regular inter- 
vais, each end of the room entwining a shield 

WITH THIRTEEN STARS. 

Just below the deep frieze there are to be 
clusters of electric lights, the globes to be 
gilded iillies. The height of the windows 
has been lessened by the introduction of ex- 
quisite network, the lattice in the center win- 
dow surrounding an eagle and that of the 
other shieids. The Brussels lace curtains 
and the material with which the kurz 
niture is wpholstered are the only 


things inthe room of foreign manufacture. 
The heavy curtains hang from a glit pole mod- 
eled after the mace, which forms part of the 
mirror frame. The curtains are made of the 
same damask as that on the walls apd are 
linea with cream satin and hang in graceful 
folds. The old-fashioncd mante!pieces, one of 
which is marble and the other glit, have 
scart draperies of silk plush.

NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 


Recommendations in Relation te the Luws 
Geverning Common Carriers—Keciproc- 
ity and the Postal System—The Butter- 
worth Bill—A Postal Telegraph Recom- 
mended—tThe Mississippi and the Nica- 
ragua Canal, 


T THE mesting of 
the National 
Board of Trade, 
to be held in New 
Orleans on Dec. 
8, quite a num- 
ber of questions 
of great public 
interest are to 
pe considered. 
Among others, 
the following res- 
olutions will be 
presented: Tha“ 
the Interstate 
Commerce Com- 
mission should 
have power to employ experts for the examin- 
®tion of books and accounts of all railroad 
companies subject to the provisiens of the 
said law, with or without notice, in the same 
manner substantially as national danke are 
examined under the provisions of the na- 
tional banking act; and also that the said 
Interstate Commerce Commission ebould have 
pBwerto call for and examine beoks and 
papers of shippers and consigaces, whenever 
from information and belief the commission- 
ers suspect that violations ef the law have 
been made. 
That the Interstate commerce act should be 
so amended that every common carrier, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the law, shall at the 
time of receiving grain for shipment issue to 
the shipper thereof a receipt or bill of lading, 
in which shall be stated the correct weight, 
and shall deliver tosaid shipper, his con- 
signee or other person authorized te receive 
such grain at the placeof delivery, the full 
amount ot such grain without any deduction 
for shortage or loss in quantity. 
BILLS OF LADING. 

The increasing tendency of transportation 
lines to circumscribe, if not to avoid, their 
legal liabilities, as demonstrated in the recent 
attempt to force upon merchants the adoption 
of a form of contract denominated the ‘‘New 
Uniform Bill of Lading,’’ threatens to deprive 
shippers of their rights, and is subversive of 
the mercantile prosperity of the several 
States. The subject of transpertation, 


underlying to A large extent the 
commercial prosperity of the country, 
demands studious and special attention. 
A permanent organization is necessary to 
successfully confrost established transporta- 
tion organizations which are in active and 
continuous operation. The National Board 
of Trade hereby cordially commends the 
objects and aims of the National Transporte- 
tion Association, which has been organized 
for the exclusive purpose of presenting the 
rights of shippers and consignees before 
transportation organizations. 4 

The continued prosperity of the country can 
best be assured by an extension of our trade 
with otner countries and that the surest 
means for . such an increase lies in 
the establishment of reciprocal relations for 
trade with such countries as supply us with 
large amounts of goods and products which 
cannot be produced econemically within our 
own territory. Our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress are earnestiy requested to 
give thio question their careful and immedi. 
ate attention. The Executive Council is direct- 
ed to memorialize Congress to provide for 
commercial relations with the neighboring 
countries upon broad and compreheasive 
principles of reciprocity.

For the Mer- 
chante’ Terminal there have appeared Chief 
Engineer Wallace, who built the Chicago ter- 
minals; Chief Engineer Coothall, formerly of 
the Merchants Bridge, and who now has 
ecbarge of the Mempnis and New Orleans 
terminals; Chief Engineer Moore of 
the Merchants’ Bridge and oth- 
ers. Some of the evidence has 
been peculiarly significant and {nteresting, 
especially an admission of Gen. McNulta that 
should the Merchants’ Terminal be given en- 
trance te the Union Depot for passenger 
traffic it would meas almost the total loss of 
passenger traffic over the Lads bridge ana 
through the tunnel, owing to the superior 
attractiveness of the other route. 

GEN. M'NULTA’S VIEWS. 

McNulta’s testimony bearing upon the ques- 
tian of the proposed connection was iInterest- 
ing throughout. After describing the ter- 
minal facilities of the great London roads 
recently examined by him, be said that in his 
opinion the effect of the proposed crossing of 
the Missouri Pacifico tracks at their terminal 
yards would be to practically rng | them 
east of the crossings. 16 could only be done 
at enormous expense. The grade at that 
point was at least from 1to 1% per cent, 12 or 
18 tracks would have to be crossed in reality, 
and the danger to human life was such that 
only a reckless company would endeavor to 
establish such a system. The proposed cross- 
tugs were directly through what le known as 
the ‘‘throat’’ of the Missouri Pacific Yards, 
and would so effectually choke their traffic, 
and should they be allowed would inevitably 
compel the Missouri Pacific te move its yards 
further East, possibly to Fourth street, which 
had already ‘been proposed. The cost ‘of such 
a move would be between 2,500, % and 
$3,000,000, and Gen. MoNuita stated 
that he would not hesitate * 
moment to advise such a move were the Mer 
chante’ Terminal! crossings to become an es- 
tablished fact. The grade at that point would 
have to be changed at great expense. In 
America there were no appliances such as the 
English hook aed slag chain catches’’ for 
runaway cars, and the danger from accidents 
and collisions would be very great. The creat 
injury, however, iu Gen, MoNulta’s opinion, 
would arise from the biocking of Missouri 
Pacific business, what is Known as ‘‘gorging’’ 
the tracks, @ circumstance which alone bad 
caused the falure of the Wabash road, making 
it fall $400,000 short per wonth In its earnings. 
According to the testimony of Gen. McNulta, 
the Merchants’ Terminal project threatened 
millions of dollars loss to the Gould road. 

PRESIDENT NETTLETON TESTIFIES. 

President Nettleton of the Kansas Uity, Fort 
Scott & Memphis road was also a 
epiendid witness for the Missouri Pacific. 
lu bis opinion the free and unisterrupted use 
of terminal roads wae indispensabie to a rail- 
road system, and any crossing of their tracks 
Dy another road was an obstacle to busi- 
ness. Every train would be delayed. He gave 
a little calculation showing that with 240 
crossings daily, with three minutes’ delay 
caused each crossing, this would mean the 
loss of 720 minutes in every twenty-four 
hours, equal to the loss of just twelve hours. 
This "equaled one and two-tenths of a 
working day, and the cost of this, with a 
switching crew, emgineer, freman, coal, re- 
pairs, etc., would amount to $840 per month, 
or $10,800 per year, which would make the 
capitalization value of the crossings $216,000, 
the sum necessary to produce $10,800 at 5 per 
cent a year. Another clement of danger 
would arise from the Gould system 
not having free use of ite 
tracks, the MIiability to acoidents, and 
the wear and tear of the tracks. All pas- 
eenger trains from the West would be 
brought over those tracks. Grade crossing 
were always dangerous, and those proposed 
by the Merohante’ Terminal threatened ser- 
us and permanent injury to the Missouri 
Pacific. Mr. Netchton admitted that ali traine 
going west from tbe Union Depot yards 
started west of Seventeenth street, as 
also the freight trains, The dan- 

er would be to the east yards.

OTHER INTERESTING OPINIONS. 

Engineer Wallace has also testified before 
the Commission that the crossing as pro- 
posed was at the most practicabie point, and 
would not delay or obstruct the Missour! 
Pacific schedule. The price chargea the 
junior by the senior road atthe Stewart ave- 
nue crossing in Chicago was W per square 
foot for the lapd jointly occupied, Aud 38, 
for each individual crossing. He thought $2 
per equare foot and $2,000 for each 


crossing would be enough for the Missour\, 


Pacific to receive from the Merchants’ Termi- 
nal in St. Louis. The cost ofa switch engine 
and crew would be between $6,000 and $7,000 a 
year. His evidence was favorable to the 
ranting of the connection to the Merchants’ 
erminmalat very reasonable damages.

BY THE WHOLESALE. 


Plans of a Company Organized te Furnish 
Electric Power. 


The Laclede Power Co. of this city Is now 
actively engaged stringing wires and putting 
electric motors in manufacturing establish- 
ments to operate those plants by electricity. 
This will do away with steam and the parties 
interested in the Laciede Co. claim that they 
are doing theirshareto suppress the smoke 
nuisance. Some time ago the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. contracted with 


E. V. Mattlack, ex-Superintendent of City 
Lighting, to construct lines and furnish 
motors for manufacturing establishments. 
Mr. Matiack, im turn, made a contract with 
the C. C. Motor Co. of New York to furnigh 
motors for manufacturing establishments that 
have contracted to use electricity furnished 
by the company. The motors are 
now being delivered and the work of stringing 
the wires is going ahead under Mr. Matiack’s 

supervision. The contracts made by the 
Laclede Co. generally go into effect Jan. 1, 
and the work ie now being pushed to have 
everything In readiness by that time. The 
company aims to supply motors of 
all sizes and horse ower, capable 
of running the smallest to the largest manu- 
facturing plants. Under the terms of agree- 
ment the Laclede Gas Co. is to furnish 
the pewer from its electric plant for the opera- 

tion of the motors put in by the Laclede 
Power Co., managed by Mr. Matiack 
and the ©. C. Motor Co. The Laclede 
Gas Co.’s electric light and power 
franchise is given as the authority for 
the work now in progress. 

Speaking ofthe plans of the company this 
morning, President Emerson McMillin of the 
Laciede Gas Co. said that his company had 
arranged to supply the power from the elec- 
trical lighting plant. ‘‘Under the provisions 
of our franchise, he said, we have jauthor- 
ity to utilize electricity for both light and 
power. Mr. Matiack and the C. C. Metor Co. 
have organized the Electric Power Co. and 
we are to furnish the power for 
the motors that they are placing in 
manufacturing establishments. This, by 
the way. is a long stride towards 
the solution of the smoke suisance 
problem. There isno question on the soore 
of these motors answering the purpose of the 
steam bollers, heated as they are by great 
coal fires. The Laciede Power Co. has been 
putting up additional poles and wires to carry 
out the work it bas undertaken,and every 
assurance of success is before it. The other 
electric light and power companies are fur- 
nishiage power to a number of places, but the 
Laclede Co. proposes to go in ona larger 
scale.

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POLICE TEAR DOWN THEATRICAL 
BILLS ON LAMP-POSTS. 


The New Form of Theatrical Advertising 
Stepped by the Police—It Wasa Vielatien 
of a City Ordinasce—What the The- 
atrical Managers Have te Say Abeut the 
Actien of the Pelice. 


Saturday night at reli-call the poilee re- 
ceived instructions to pull down all the theat- 
rical advertisements which were fastened to 
the now unused lamp posts. They carried 
out their instructions aud as a result the 
theater managers are somewhat wrathy. They 
expressed themselves freely on the subject to- 


day. 
MR. LOWENSTEIN HOT. 

The police had mighty little to do when 
they tore down our bilis Saturday nicht.“ 
said Mr. Lowenstein, advertising agent of 
Pope’s Theater, this mornlag. I don’t 
think they had any right whatever to do it, 
but we had to submit, fer whatis the use of 
kicking against the police? The poles belong 
to the Laclede Gas- Light Co., and hout a 
complaint from them the police have no right 
to Interfere. We went to the company to get 
a written permit from them to use their poles, 
and although they refused to give us ene, 
they made no objection to our using the poles 
for advertising purposes, so I consider we 
had thelrauthority to use them. We have 
been putting up our advertisements every 
Saturday night, but I suppose we'll have to 
quit now, for there’s no use in our spending 
$25 or $50 in putting up advertisements which 
are to be tern down right away.’’ 

M’MANUS EXPECTED IT. 

Treasurer George McManus of the Grand 
thought thatthe police should not interfere 
so long as the owners of the poles or the pub- 
lic did not object. Two or three citizens 
might have complained, but certainly not 
very many. No, the idealof advertising that 
way was not mine, said McManus, al- 
though we were the firstto make a practical 
application of it. George Bowles, the ad- 
vance agent of the ‘Crystai Slipper’ Co., 
was the frstto make a practical application 
was when he was here 
about eight weeks ago, and we at 
once acted upon the suggestion by 
putting up small notices of the play on the 
lamp- posts in the business part of the city 
and as far out as Grandavenue. We made 
the notices small purposely, so as not to 
attract -too much attention, as we expected 
compiaint would be made if they were too 
large or too highly colored. It proved a big 
success as an advertising scheme, and Pope’s 
Theater was not long in adopting it, but I 
think they made a mistake in making their 
posters too loud and too conspicuous, aad the 
result was just as we had anticipated. If not 
carried to extremes! can see no impropriety 
in using those posts for advertising purposes, 
and ifthe owners of the posts do not object, 
and the public doesn’t, I can’t see why the 
pelice should.“ 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Chief Harrigan, however, took a different 
view of tbe matter. The pasting ot any kind 
ofan advertisement on an electric-light pole 
is plainly a violation of law, said the Chief, 
and it i my duty to see the law enfurced. 
No, the order of enforcement was not issued 
ut the request of Mr. Cottrill, the bill poster, 
as bas been claimed. In fact, I was 
under the impression thattthe advertisements 
were put ap dy Cottrill. Yes, complaits were 
made, but they came from merchants on Olive 
street and on Broadway. They objected to 
the posting because some of the bills were 
placed en posts in front or near their stores, 
and they didn’t consider them very orma- 
mental. I think myself thatthe poles look 
better without such decorations, but inde- 
pendent of the esthetical question complaint 
has been made by a number ef citizens 
against the posters, and Mr. Lucas or Sergt. 
Reedy will show you that the theater people 
ure violating the law in putting them on the 
lamp-posts.’’ 

THE LAW ON THE MATTER. 

Taking a copy of the Revised Ordinances, 
Sorgt. Reedy turned to sec. 950, art. 2, chap. 
which reads: Any person who shall 
stick, paint, brand, — attach, hang or 
suspend upon any house, fence or wall with- 
out the consent of the owner thereof, or upon 
any pole used for the purpose of carrying 
electrical conductors, or upon any street or 
sidewalk, pavement or other public place 
any printed, written, painted or-otner adver- 
tisement, bill, notice, sign or poster shall be 
deemed gulity of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereef shall be fined net less than 
$25 for each and every offense.’’ 

Another clause, continued the Sergeant, 
„gays that ‘wheever shaliin this city set up 
or cause to be set up any sign, sign-box or 
fixture, which shall extend over or upon any 
sidewalk more than elghteen inches from the 
bul'ding line or inside of said sidewalk, unless 
such signboara or fixture be placed on the top 
ofan awning, etc., shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor.” The theatrical people can 
be prosecuted, I take it, under either section 
as the words ‘any sign, sign-box or fixture’ 
can be construed to mean a lamp post used as 
a sign post, but certainly therecan be no 


question as to the application of the first seo- 


tion quoted.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24.—E. W. Fox 
died in the city yesterday after a brief Ilness.

York, under sentence of death by means of 
It was’ sought to secure Jugiro’s4 
release on habeas corpus on the ground 
that the Kemmiler case had emoune- 
trated that sélectrocution was a crue! and 
unusual punishment, and as such prohibited 
by the Censtitution.

A BSoare at Pine Ridge. 


Omana,Neb., Noy.24.—At Pine Ridge last nigh 
something of a scare was caused when the 
water oall was sounded. The cavairy had 
been going to a creek about half a mile from 


the post to water their horses. Along this 
creek during the last twenty-four hours a 
village of ghost dancers’ tepees bas sprung 
up. Last evening the diack troopers 
mounted their horses, with carbines 
loaded and cartridge belts in place. 
Then, under command of a liileutenant 
instead of the usual orderly sergeant, they 
slowly cantered to the creek. After the 
horses had drank their fill thesoldiers crossed 
inte the village. The stampede that followed 
wae almost imstantarmtous. Equawe and 
papooses rau screaming into the tepees while 
the bucks hastily mounted their ponies and 
fied to the hills. But the troopers had only 
crossed in order to tura and go back to camp. 
This serves toshow what view the commanding 
officer takes of the eituation. He feels it is 
wail to be ready to fight and sent his men out 
last night on a peaceful errand, fully pre- 
pared for Var. early all the isdians who 
draw rations here are snow encamped around 
the post. It is part of the plan of Agent 
Royer to refuse to issue beef on Wednesday to 
suck Indians as refuse to givé up the ghost 
dance. It wend be that this will settle the 
matter without troubie, and it may bring on a 
fight.

The Situation Sericus. 


PINE Rrpes, 8. D., Nov. 24.—At Medicine 
Root, White River and White Clay the danc- 
ing still goes on and the Indians are not in- 
clined te come to the agency for any purpose. 


To-day is the day for issuing rations and 
Wednesday the deef supply for two weeks 
will be given to the Indians. Red Star and 
several of the other Indiaus whe are inclined 
te be deflant agree with Little Wound in his 
declaration that they will mot come in unless 
they are forced to do eo. Here at 
the agency the general feeling is 
a nervous one. Nearly everyone agrees 
that there will be trouble. The Indians as- 
sembied here probably number 800 or 900. As 
they came in they pitehed thelr tepees as 
they pleased about the prairie. Last Saturday 
evening the authorities discovered that the 
agency was almost completely surrounded by 
the Indian camp. All were protesting the 
greatest friendship, but it was soon learned 
that many of the squaws and childrem belong- 
ing to the rebellious braves, and afew of the 
braves themselves, were wandering stelidily 
seidiers 
who loungea in 
front of the traders’ stores and 
the agency buildings. The Indian police had 
worked all the afternoon taking the names of 
the peeple who had come in, but no one 
knew exeotiy who was here and who was not. 
Neltber the soldiers nor the whites liked the 
idea of being surrouaded by tepees. Yester- 
day morning an order was given forall the 
Indians to move off intotbe low lands upon 
the banks of Wolf Creek, that runs off to the 
southeast. There was no presitation. The 
decrepit old coffee coolers stood about and 
smoked, the elder boys gathered the ponies 
together from the surrounding Kknolls 
and the squaws tore down the smoky 
tepees. Everything was loaded up and the 
whole party moved over into the new camp. 
A caréful inspection of the camp rummage, as 
it was being moved, showed only a few 
Springficia rifies and Winchesters, but many 
of the old men carried about their waist belts 
filled with loaded cartridges. 

The question that everybody is asking is 
whether the ghest dancers will come into see 
the agent under the order of last Thursday, 
for all peaceably disposed Indians to report at 
the agency. There are 7,000 Indians, all told, 
in the reservation. About eight hundred or 
nine hundred of them have come in, 
but of this number there are not 
one bundred and fifty able-bodied warriors. 
The reports from the Indian teachors, squaw- 
men and half-breeds agree that the disaffected 
Indians will send their uawse to draw 
thelr supplies. Bucks themselves will 
hold out and as soon as the 
rations and beef have issued they 
will demand a council. Jack Parker, a white 
man whose wife teaches an Indian school, 
says that at this council the Indians will de- 
mand a change in the agency officials, the re- 
moval of a of the Indian police, and as 
many other things as they can think ef. Then, 
should these demands be refused, an 
effort will be made to enforce them 
by breaking away from the reservation 
and starting off to plunder the settiers north 
and west. The settlers agree that no council 
will be neld. Special Agent Cooper is op 
to it on the und that nothing can be gained 
by it. He thinks that the Indians will always 
demand more than there is a posgjbility of 
giving them, and that the ghost dance has

THE DANGEROUS ELEMENT, 


Hew the Iadian Excitement in Seuth 
Dakota Arose, 


Pine Riper AGENCY, 8. D., Nov. .- The 
danger of an Indian outbreak is the absorbing 
topic of discussion here, and in the sur- 
rounding country. The Messiah craze is 
given credit for the entire excitement, but 
this ls not the case. Thousands of the Sioux 
and Cheyennes havé only been waiting for an 
opportunity of making trouble, andthe Mes- 


siakh movement glves them the first chance 
that has arrived. To the restlessness of 
young bucks, and not to any 
deep seated religious belief, is ascribed 
the danger that now threatens the 
frontier. The Messiah movement, at least in 
as far as it affects this section of the country, 
arose in the Shoshone and Arapahoe Reserva- 
tion in Northwestern Wyoming. About a year 
ago there were stories circulated in this part 
of the country concerning the coming of an 
Indian God, who would drive out the whites 
ana givethe land tothe Indians. While the 
story was quite generally credited among the 
Shoshones, there wag no movement in this 
tribe toward arising. The Shoshones have 
never given any serious tronble, the influ- 
ence of old Washakie, although he was mur- 
dered many years ago, Déing stil! strongly 
felt. Washabia was one of the ablest Indian 
rulers that the past 1 of a century has 
produced. He saw the hopelessness of any 
struggle with the whites, and impressed upon 
his tribe the necessity of keeping on good 
terms with the United States Geverament. 
His influence in this respect is still para- 
mount, and when the younger members of 
the tribe began to talk about taking the war- 
path they were sterniy and effectually sup- 
gape by the older men. © talk of this 

ind would have arisen had i®aot been for 
the presence of several thousand Arapahoes 
on an adjoining reservation. This tribe has 
long borne the yeputation of being 
one of the most unruly and turbulent on the 
piains. It bas always been in ciose alliance 
with the Cheyennes, but has occupied a dis- 
tinctly inferior and subordinate sition. It 
has long been a recognized fact on the 
frontier that the Arapahoes would stir u 
trouble, and that the Cheyennes would be left 
to fight it out. When the campaign of 1877 
was brought toa close, it was decided to re- 
move a number ofthe Arapahoes from their 
old allies, and te place them On @ reservation 
far to the West. When the Messiah movement 
started the Arapahoes tried te influence the 
Shoshones, but were unsuccessfal. When

BEFORE JUDGE WITHROW. 

Emma ©. Gray and R. Fletcher Gray were 
married June 13, 1871. Mrs. Fletcher com- 
plained of her husband saying, ‘‘thatithough 
be was minister of the gospel, 4 believer in 
Christianity and apparently of normal moral 
ideas and practices when they were married 
he became a pronounced atheist and an ad- 
vocate of the doctrines of. anarchy, socialism 
and free deve. He devotes much of his 
time to writing upon these subjects and ges- 
lects to make any proper efforts to support 
his family. 10 support herself and children, 
she has been compelled to do washing. He 
applied opprobrious epithets to her and her 
four childrea because they would not beliéve 
ashe does. He beat his daughter on one 
occasion withont cause. He frequently de- 
rided the religion of his wite and children. 

To her petition Mr. Gray filed an answer in 
which he generally denied all ef his wife’s 
charges. Subseqnently his attorney withdrew 
and the suit has been undefended, 

Josephine Schuerman said her husband 
treated her cruelly and barharously. They 
were married Oct. 24, 1883, and she was forced 
to leave him May 26, 1890. She said he had 
been gullty of habitual drunkenness for more 


than one year; that he had sold all of his own 
and her ewelry and mortgaged housebold 
effects to obtain money to buy drink.

The retall butchers and the Collector's 
office are having a monkey - and - a- parrot time 
just at present over the license question. The 
butehers are divided into just two classes, 
those who have paid their licenses and those 
who have not. Those who have paid want 
the Collector to sall out after those who have 
not paid and make them put up or shut 
up.“ 

The way of it is that under the city ord- 
nanees the butebers must pay a license of $50 
a year, payable on the istofJuly. This 
$50 1e very slow in coming in most 
instances, and more or less leniency is 
shown by the Collector according to the mer- 
its of the various cases. Those who can pay 
are urged to do so, and those who are for the 
moment hard up are allowed time. Under 
this situation of affairs three butchers who 
had paid, Messrs. A. Spiegel, Herman Huber, 
Henry Neeman and Charles A. Wilson, © 
called at the Collector's office to protest. 
They wanted the shops where the license 
had not been paid, shut upforthwith. With 
that object in view they went to the office at 
the Uourt-house and asked for Mr. Zeigen- * 
hein. Mr. Carl Ungar, the chief deputy, told 
them that the Collector was not in and 
wanted to know their business. They told 


him what the wanted and he wuader- 
took to discuss thé matter with them. 
A HEATED DISCUSSION. 

Charles A. Wilsen then began te test 
and the discussion between 
quite heated. Mr. Wilson said the + aa 
consider it fair to make some pay and let oth- 
ere off and that the Cellector’s office was not 
complying with the law. Mr. Ungar expostu- 
lated, and Mr. Wilson, it is said, told bim that

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THE BALTIMORE PREACHER MAKING A HIT 
AT DELMAR AVENUS ORURCH- 


Bev. Francis Licyd Fergusen of New or- 
leans Accepts the Call to the Pastership 
of West Presbyterian Ohurch—The Sing- 
ing of ‘‘Marehiag Through Georgia’’ ia 
Union M. E. church Causing Commeat— 
Entertainment at St. Rose’s—Notes. 


Dr. Wharton of Baltimere, who is preaching 
at Delmar Avenue Baptist Church, is a South- 
érner to the maner dora. He is witty, 
pleasing, easy and graceful in the pulpit, and 
possesses a pathetic voice. He talks smoothly. 
in the conversational rather than tae de- 
elamatory style, growing eloquent and 
demonstrative at times, but dropping back 
quickly to the tone and manner of an ordin- 
ary Conversation. He telis many anecdotes 
and usues incidents from his travels quite 
freely in Niustrating hie thoughts. Me is« 
novel preacher in many respects. Those who 
heard him yesterday morning must have 
wondered at the lack of pulpit dignity and 
mannerism which he displayed. The very 
firetthing he did was to abnounce that he 
would read apsalm giving David’s religious 
experience, and then he spent several min- 
utes turning over leaves of the pulpit bibie 
bunting for the piace te read from. 

Said he: 1 don’t belleve in long prayers; 
they are unnecessary. Seme brethren, when 
they pray, tell the Lord all the news, and talk 
to him about everything from the beginning 
oftime. In a city where I beld a mecting a 
brother prayed fifteen minutes—prayed till 
everybody got tired kneeling, and we all 
wished he wduld quit. The shorter a prayer 
is the better; all the prayers of the New 
Testument were short, but they were all 
answered. Long sermons ate Unhecessary, 
too. People get tirea of asermon which is 
longer than thirty minutes. Some preachers 
ought to know better than to preach such 
long sérmons.’’ He continued in tbat line 
until he had the audince entirely at his com- 
mand. After a prayer and a song he took his 
text and preached a short sermon, full of 
good thoughts and quite effective. 

He is not only peculiar in his preaching,but 
equally novel in his method of religious work. 
A few years ago some young people at Balti- 
more organized a Baptist Church in a thickly- 
settied portion of the city, and asked Dr. 
Wharton to take charge of it. He consented, 
and at once undertook to build up a strong 
church. The Baptist denomication is weak 
im Baltimore. There are more Baptists in 
Bt. Louis than in the whole State of Maryland. 
Asmali chapel was all that the congregation 
could build. Dr. Wharton’s preaching drew 
large crowds and the opportunity to do a 
great work in a great city impressed him so 


that he determined to bulld a large taber- 
nacie. He arranged with his congregation to 
be absent for a year or more, and 
started out to raise the money. 
He holds evangelistic meetings 
for Baptist churches and turns 
over all the people pay him tor bis services to 
the building fund. He said yesterday, 1 
don't believe ia begging money for such a 
purpose. I would rather earn it. He has 
already raised $30,000 and the buliding is 
nearly completed; $10,000 more will finish the 
undertaking, and erecta large stone church 
cupabie of seating about three thousand 
people. The Bunday- school of his chureh is 
the largest Baptist school im this country. His 
work was fully explained yesterday morning 
by Rey. Kirtiy, pastor of Delmar Avenue 
Chureh, and the congregation subseribed 
over $350 in ten minutes. 

Dr. Wharton is only about 38 years old, has 
no family and seems to be as happy and con- 
tented in bis werk as any man could be. His 
fund of humor is a greut help to him. His 
best illustrations are drawn from the most 
common-piace incidents. Speaking of ex- 
plicit faith yesterday he told of an old darkey 
in Virginia who said: Kt de Lord jest tell 
me ter Jjump tru dat stone wail dar 17d 
jump at it, ase I know de Lora 
ud havea hole ready fur me togofru fore I 
could git to it. Speaking of short sermons 
be said: 1 believe Josh Billings was right 
when be said ‘ef a preacher kant strike oll in 
thirty minite he ought to quit borin’.

AMA TE Wool SUIT. 


The Secretary ef the Treasury’s Sult De- 
clareda Lilegal. 


OLEVELAND, O., Nov. 244.—A year ago the 
Secretary of the Treasury made a decision 
that certain classes of so-called waste wool, 
but which it had been claimed was 
not legitimate waste, but prepared 
to evade the higher customs duties, shouid 


be dutiable at 30 cents a pound. For twenty- 
three years previous to that time the duty 
collected had been Io cents a pound. When 
the decision was made F. Mubihauser & Co. of 
this city had 194 Dales of ring waste in transit 
from France. On ite arrival here Collector 
Gray demanded duties to the amount of 
$38,000, which was $26,800in excess of what 
tue firm had expected to pay. The 
whole amount was paid under protest 
and suit commenced to recover the 
money from the Government. In the United 
States District Court Saturday a decision was 
rendered in favor of the plalstiff, the action 
of the Secretary of the ‘TeAsUry being de- 
clared iliegal, and Muhbihauser & Co. 
will recover nearly $27,000. Many eastern firms 
were in the same boat to the extent of several 
hundred thousands of dollars, and bave been 
anxiously awaiting the ou toome of this sult. 
The decision will not affect waste imported 
since the new law was passed.

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THE RAILROADS. 


BELIEF THAT A TERANE&-CONTINENTAL AL- 
LIANCE WILL BE FORMED. 


A Case in Which a President Did the Rate- 
Catting—Director Ferbes of the Unien 


Pacific Complains of Governmental In- | 


terfereace With Bailways—General News 
of the Rail. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—The proposed alliance 
of the trans-continesta! railroadsis the one 
topic of interest im the railroad world. The 
fact thatascheme so long dreamed of and 
talked of by those interested in the Western 
railroads seems near fruition on so large a 
scale bas put an slementof buoyancy in the 
stock market that is refreshing. ‘‘The entire 
outlook is one of hopefulness, ald one of 
the prime movers in the alilance to-day. 
The plans set on foet last 
spring have iately matored 30 rapidly 
and eneuch a scale as to be fairly amazing. 
The dest that was hoped for in the original 
idea was a series of groups, as, for instance, 
the Southwestern, the Northwestern and the 
Unies Pacificand adjacent lines. But it has 
been found that these roads so cress cach 
other Im thelr ramifications that only one 
grand alliance would secure the desired ro- 
suite. This feeling incited the present move- 
ment, but that ite accomplishment would be 
méaread 80 rapidly was beyond the hopes of 
the most sanguine. An era of railroad history 
has been made within the last few days. 

Speaking of the proposed alliance last even- 
ing, Chauncey M. Depew said: ‘‘Nothing can 
be done until the Union Pacific matter is set- 
tied. Ihave net the slightest doubt that Mr. 
Gould is te have possession of the Union 


Pacifie and that Mr. Dillon 1s to be its pres! 
dent. When those changes are made and the 
new management goes into effect, a union 
may be effected. 


Too Much Government Interference. 


A Besten dispatch says: Mr. John NM. 
Forbes, one of the directors of the Union 
Pacific, whehas just returned frem an ex 
tensive trip over the system, Said im an inter- 


view concerning the railroad situation west 
of Chicago: 

**Rallway matters are a good deal shaken 
up. There are thousands of miifions of prop- 
erty out there which will be a good thing 
some time if the Government doesn’t step 
in and try to manage it. Then calamity would 
be sure to fellow. The interstate commerce 
law has dene nothing but harm. Wher pul- 
lantbropy and politics undertake to manage 
business they always make a mess of it. 
Ralilreading is like every other business, if it 
is left alome it will reguiate itself all right. 
The rate cutting in the West will have to stop 
seme time. There isn’t the least reason for 
it in the world. There is more dus! 
ness than all the roads can atténd 
to. Cars are scarce, and everything would 
recommend a stiffening imstead of a out in 
rates. I hope we shall get back to business 

rinciples soon. The Westers roads are now 
— where the Eastern roads were a few years 
ago. They were censervative, paid moderate 
dividends and came out allright. We shali do 
the same.’’ 

What is the real cause of * present rail - 
way situation west of Chicago? 

‘Fluctuation of business, aggravated by 
Government interference, and slightly, very 
slightly, by idiete who call themselves philan- 
threpists.’ 


Rallreoad Presidents te Blame, 


Trafic managers and general freight and 
passenger agents have just now got the laugh 
on Chairman A. F. Walker of the Interstate 
Commerce Railway Association, Jay Gould, 


President J. J. Gill of the Great 
Northern road, and all who with them 
hold that a panacea for all the ilis 
that affiict the rallroad body politic is to be 
found in the removal ef the rate making and 
roguiating power from the hands of the traffic 
managers and genera! freight aud passenger 
agents, and placing it in those of the presi- 
dents or ofacentral committee appointed by 
and representing the presidents, says the 
Ohieago Post. It is charged by the gentieman 
named that on the shoulders ef the officials 
specified rests the whole responsibility for all 
the troubles that have resulged in depletin 
the treasuries of so many of the roads an 
leaving the stockholders minus the divi- 
denda. 

As the Fvening Posi has already pointed out, 
officials with waom now nominally rests the 
contro! of rates repudiate this responsibility 
and urge that they never cut a rate of their 
own accord, but only under instructions from 
those higher in authority than themselves, 
and thai a word from the presidents under 
any circumstances would stop and stop for- 
ever any rate cutting that has been indulged 
ip. 

Recent developments tend to make good 
thie claim on the part of general passenger 
and freicht agents. It Bas transpired in the 
course of the discussion of the existing de- 
moralization in the market at Minneapolis 
and St. Paul that it is not any of the 
general passenger agents or any who are 
acting directly under their orders that are 
responsible for the existence aad continu. 
ance of the demoralization, but a railroad 

resident. For a long time it was sought to 
be showrj thatthe actien of the St. Paur & 
Kansas City Road in stocking the market 
with cheap and unlimited tickets was the 
cause ofall the troubie. Later events have 
shown that the act of the St. Paul & Kansas 
Ct Road in this respect was one of seif- 
defense, and therefore in some degree at 
least justifiable. The real culprit in the mat- 
ter was President Oakes of the Northern Pa- 
eie Road, who, centrary to existing agree- 
ments bad over his own signature, entered 
into long time contracts with steamship 
agents for the transportation of passengers 
over his roads at figures much below the 
standard tariff rates. 

In this same connection it is also remem- 
bered that it was the secret agreement of 
the presidents of the Union Pacific 
and the Chicago & Northwestern roads 
hat resulted in téaring the ‘‘gentiemen’s 
agreement to tatters and precipitating the 
rate war that was in existence for many 
months and which bas been but very recentiy 
ended. Railroad presidents, it would there- 
fore appeur, are not any better at observing 
agreements and adhering to mutual under- 
standings fer the cenduct of com- 
parative railroad business thar 
suberdinates, the trafic managers 

eneral passenger and freight agents. It bas 

eon naively suggested ia this connection that 
if the presidents and security bolders of the 
reeén ks epttheir hands off a littie more than 
they do and allowed these much defamed sub- 
ordinate officials to go about earning revenues 
for the roads in their own way and without 60 
much interference as they have been subject-

As soon as 
Gleason became penniless, bis wife says, he 
deserted Mrs. Douglass and came to New York 
with the intention ef finding bis way back to 
Warsaw, Poland. Through mutual friend 
Mrs. Gleason was informed of this, and she 
returned to her old Philadelphia home. Fi- 
nally they met again and decided to forgive 
and forget. Since then they have 
run shooting galleries in PGrtland, 
Me.; Worcester, Mass.; Poughkeepsie, Phila- 
delphia and Boston, In Worcester, Mrs. Giea- 
son says, Mr. Gleason got into some trouble 
over the shooting ofa man in the gallery, 
supposedly by accident, and he was locked 
up in jail.

He Is Tired of the Assaults of the 
Jamesons and Barttelots. 


The Facts Connected With the 
Rear Guard to Be Laid Bare. 


The Indifference of the Officers and Their 
Vielation ef Written Instructiens—Stan. 
ley’s Letter to Sir Francis Derringten 
Made Public—The Opening of Jamesen’s 
Diary and the Cause Therefer—If the 
Jamesens De Net Stop Attacking Him 
Stanley Will Make Seme Startling Reve. 
lations—Benny’s Denial.

Bosrox, Mass., Nov. A. — Mr. Stanley is so 
indigpant at the persistent assaults upon him 
by the Barttelot and Jameson fawilies that he 
has resolved to depart from the course which 
he had laid out, and to lay bare the dreadful 
facte connected with the fate of the rear 
guard, demonstrating at the same time the 
truth ofthe charge which he has made, that 
the failure of the column was due to 
the indifference of its officers and to 
their violation of his written instructions. 
The most recent charges made by Mr. Harry 
Quilter, and said to have occasioned much 
comment in London, are that Mr. Staniey 
broke open the seals of Jameson's private 
box, took therefrom his private papers, and 
only gavethem up when threatened with a 
lawsuit. In reply to this Mr. Stanley handed 
the reporters a letter which ne wrote Sir 
Francis Dewington from Cairo on the 5th of 
March, 1890, and which has never before been 
published. A copy of it having been made in 
London has just been sent to Mr. Stanley. 
This letter is very long, but only the impor- 
tant partions are copied, which are as fel- 


lows: 
THE LETTER. 


On arriving at Banalyva on Aug. 17, 1888, I 
met Mr. Bonny, who told me that Lieut. 
Jameson had gone to Stanley Falls, a seven 
Gays’ journey. Twelve days later a letter 
was received from bim, dated Aug. 12, stating 
that he was going to Bangala, 
500 miles below on the Con- 
go. Still imagining that he would 
barry after us we took his box with us up to 
Oct. 2. On that date,as we were preparing 
to cross the river tothe north bank, in order 
to lighten the loads, and as we were now cer- 
tain that Jameson would be ableto overtake 
us, I had the box opened and saw that it was 
filled with useful articles, well enough for 
Africa, yet utterly unfit for England; yet if, 
in accordance with my letter of recall to 
Jameson, be should make his appearance 
everything of value could be returned to him. 
If he should not return those who cared might 
use the trifles inthe box, except a packet of 
books, card cases etc., whichI covered with 
cloth, and I asked Mr. Bonny to put bis seal 
on it in my presence (the reader will recollect 
that Jameson’s death had occurred on the 
day when Stanley and Bonny met at Banalya). 

THE DIARIES OPENED. 

Nearly a year later we were at the south 
end ef Lake Victoria, when we received news- 
paper clippings mentioning that Mai. Bartte- 
lot had written to Sir Francis De Winton, in 
October, 1887, that he was bound to remain at 
Zambuya until November, and as Mr. Bonny 
eould give no reason why he and bis officers 
were bound to remain, Il opened Jameson s 
diary, which we had sealed, to find out. It 
is needless to say that we found no rational 
reason for anything. I sealed the diaries as 
before to deliver them to his widow on my 
arrival in London. All that I have said 
against Jameson has been in that general 
censure applied to all the officers of the rear 
column, but if they have any regard fer 


} Jameson’s memory, I would advise them not 


to press me to give my reasons for that cen- 
sure. At the very least they will explode the 
whole secret which I have wished te keep 
down. You are yourself aware what Assad 
Farran has to say and What he did say. Iam 
firmly perauaded that it is true and can be 
proved at very small expense. I have legal 
complaint against Barttelot and Jameson for 
sending my baggage (eight boxes) and I have 
not heard ef them from that time. The in- 
terests ofthe expedition they agreed to pro- 
mote, and 1 consider that the sending of the 
medicines away was hostile to these interests, 
because many Zanzibaris died from the want 
of those medicines, and I suffered from the 
want of the clothes which they sent away. 

It would be well for Mrs. Jameson and Mr. 
Andrew Jameson to consider whether they 
wish all these matters to become public. If 
so, then advise them to go om by all means, 
and let the consequences be what they may. 
In the meantime please consider this com- 
munication as private.

AUGUST BELMONT. 


Death ef the Well-Koown New Yerk Banker 
— xk. W. Fex. 


NEw YORK, Nov. 24.—August Belmont, the 
banker, died at8o’clook this morning. Mr. 
Belmont’s banking-house was closed to-day 
and on the glass door was a notice. 
of the banker’s death. Ia the office 
itself nothing but business of the 
most pressing character was attended 
to. It was learned that Mr. Belmont’s death 


resulted from a severe cold he contracted at 
the late horse show. It he had lived until the 
8th of next month Mr. Belmont would have 
been 74 years old. At the time that Mr. Bel 
mont died there were present at hid beside his 
three sons, August J., Perry and Oliver and 
Mr. Belmont’s physician, Dr. Wm. M. Polk. 
Mr. Belmont was out and about on Thursday 
last. That night he was taken sick and grad- 
ually grew worse until he died. As yetno 
1 ements have been made for the funeral. 
elmont was born in Axel, Germany 
Deo. 6, 1816, where his father was 4 landed 
proprietor. He was educated in Frankfort 
and for several years was in the — of the

came the agent of his former employer. 
A quarrel concerning a woman led to a duel 
in whioh he was shot and lamed for life. From 
1844 till 1848 he was Consul-General at New 
York for the Austrian Government, but owin 
to his disapproval ofthe treatment receiv 
by Hungary from Austria he resigned office. 
In 1858 he was appointed Charge d' Affaires 
at the Hague and in 1854 became Minister Res- 
ident. He resigned in 1858, having first nego- 
tiated a bighly important Consuiar conven- 
tion, for which, with other diplomatic serv- 
ices, he received the special thanks of the 
department at Washington. Mr. Belmont was 
weil known a8 a patron of arts, and bis 
collection of pees is one of the 
finest in the city. hes tagen much 
interest in politics; he wan a delegate to the 
Democratic Convention of 1860. or twenty 
years be was Presidest of the American 
Jockey Club, asd he has been a prominent 
member of the Union and other clubs of New 
York City. He married a daughter of Com- 
modore Matthew C. P and was iastru- 
mental in erecting a bronze 22 of Aim at 
Newport, R. I.

EVILS OF THE TURF THAT OUGHT TO BB 
CORRECTED. 


‘Lessons te Be Derived Frem the Year's Ex- 
perience—A! Jehnson Displeased With 
His Treatment Received Fron the 


Natienal League—Base Ball Schemes— 
Isaae Murphy“ 
News.

New York, Nov. 24. 
HE Tribune’s turf 
writer reviews the 
racing season in the 
East and says: 

The lessons of the 
season just closed are 
many. Let us profit 
by them. Experience 
teaches. Since April 14 
we have seen an 
amazing lot of mis- 
management, due 
principally to two 
causes. First, the 
jockey clubs are 
making too much 
money. They have 
been coddled te death, 
as it were, and in 
consequence they 
are inclined 80 
put on airs. They are eo much better, in their 
own estimation, than the people who support 
them that they haye become arrogant, dicta- 
torial and bigoted. It is with most of them an 
alarming case of big head. They are for them- 
selves first, last and all the time, and the 
public be damned. Secondly, our racing offi- 
clals are under the spell of foolish conserva- 


tism not in keeping with the prog- 
ress of American enterprise. They are 
weak in the knees and have 0 
backbone. Fraud, with a big F, bas 


stalked boldly through the metropolitan cir- 
cuit, because there was no manto take it by 
the throat, no one with pluck to tackle it high 
or tackle it low; no Comnuck nor Corbett, no 
Lake to prevent it from making touch-downs 
by the score. Right here a word about Col. 
M. Lewis Clarke’s methods. They seem to be 
peculiarly his own. All the racing world 
knows how often he has deen changing jock- 
eys at Nashville, and the same world approves 


all that he has done. Some contend that he 
exceeded his authority, but the opin- 
ion is chaff in the wind of 


popular support. While in New York recently 
Col. Clarke explained hie methode, He said 
tothe whiter: One day at the Loulsville 
track it was intimated to me thata job was 
fixed for a race, so I went quietly feeling 
around to see who was in it and who was 
putting it up. lecould learn nothing definite, 
however, could implieate neither owner, 
trainer or jockey. But I was determined 
to have that race honestly run. The 
horses went to the post and everything 
looked all right till the firet break-away. 
Then I could see that some of the jockeys did 
not want to get off. Well, I bad ali of them 
ride back tothe judges’ stand and draw in 
line; after looking savagely at them for a few 
moments, I made a little speech. ‘Now, 
boys,’ I , I know ali about the 
job in race and I intend to stop 
it. I won’t point out the guilty 
ones, because I want to give you a 
chance. Listen tome. It every mother’s son 
of you Is not riding and whippiag and spur- 
ring like tne devil when you pass this stand, 
I’ ll rule you off and keep you off for the rest 
of your natural days. Do you understand? 
Now go to the post and be sure you get away 
in front, the last one of you. 

| wish you could haye seen the effect of 
that speech. The race was o of the finest 
ever run over the track, and honestly be- 
lieve the best horse won. Onanother occasion 
I learned that a certain jockey had been 
bribed to pull his mount. The horse was the 
favorite and had been heavily backed by the 
public,who knew nothing ofthe job. I called 


bim to dismount, and before he could recoyer 
from his surprise another jockey, one that I 
could trust, was inthe saddle. Then I sent 
for the owner. 

„Mr. Onajob,’’ said I, you have had a nar- 
row escape. Do you know that some scoun- 
drei was very near baving your horse pulled 
on you? I discovered it in the nick of time 
and took the liberty of putting up an bonest 
jockey. lkrew it would be a favor to you as 
well te the public. lam very giad I have been 
ofservice to both. | am sure you want to 
win, and if we can find the fellow who bribed 
this boy to pull we shall certainly rule him 
off.’ 


‘*‘Onajob grew cold by turns and sulked 
away to the building just as tbe flag fell. His 
horse walked in far in front of his field. 
took the pains to make a few inguiries, and 
learned that my suspicions were correct. 
Onajob and all his friends had bet their last 
dolisr on the second horse. The rascal bad 
put up the job himself.
